Of the seven lawn orna¬ 
ments in her front yard, on¬ 
ly Grumpy remains. 

The Disney dwarf is 
lonely since a thief took fel¬ 
low dwarf Dopey, Snow 
White and four stone an¬ 
gels from Sherry Lynn 
Wrenn’s front yard earlier 
this month. 

“I really never expect to 
get them back,” said 
Wrenn, who lives near 143 
Avenue and 53 Street. “But 
it did break my heart.” 

The angels belonged to 
her mother, who passed 
away five years ago. 


Wrenn said others have 
told her that is why they 
leave nothing of value out 
on their lawn. 

“You shouldn’t have to 
do that,” she said. 

Wrenn was out of town 
at the time of the theft. She 
and her husband chose not 
to call the police because of 
the theft of the Disney or¬ 
naments two weeks prior. 

Instead, Wrenn erected a 
sign, which sits where 
three of the angels did in 
the centre of her yard. 

“I wanted dialogue,” she 
said. “People see it, people 
come by with their kids to 
see the sign. 

“Nobody laughs at it, no¬ 
body rolls their eyes at it.

Honduras 
war criminal 
arrested 

Federal Immigration 
Minister Jason Kenney 
says Canadian 
authorities have arrested 
an alleged war criminal 
in Alberta. 

Authorities nabbed 
Cristobal Gonzalez- 
Ramirez after a tip from 
the public a day after the 
federal government re¬ 
leased the names of 30 
suspected war criminals 


believed to be living in 
Canada. 

The 44-year-old is 
from Honduras. He dis¬ 
appeared after being or¬ 
dered out of Canada in 
2010. 

Kenney says dozens of 
tips have come in since 
the list was posted on a 
website on Thursday. 

Kenney is rejecting 
suggestions that the list 
was put together unfair¬ 
ly, without sufficient evi¬ 
dence. He says the 
people on the list were 
barred from staying in 
Canada and should be 
kicked out.

Hundreds of gay couples 
recited vows in emotion- 
choked voices and 
triumphantly hoisted their 
long-awaited marriage cer¬ 
tificates yesterday as New 
York became the sixth and 
largest state to recognize 
same-sex weddings. 

Couples began saying “I 
do” at midnight from Niag¬ 
ara Falls to Long Island, 
though New York City 
became the sometimes 
raucous centre of action by 
daybreak as couples wait¬ 
ed on a sweltering day for 
the chance to exchange 
vows at the city clerk's 
office. 

Poignant signs of pent- 
up emotion were common 
from couples who had in 
some cases waited for 
years to wed. Couples cried 
and voices quavered. 

Newlywed Douglas 
Robinson exclaimed, “You 


bet your life I do!” when 
asked if he would take 
Michael Elsasser as his 
spouse. 

The state joined 
Connecticut, Iowa, Massa¬ 


chusetts, New Hampshire 
and Vermont, along with 
Washington, D.C., when it 
voted last month to legalize 
gay marriage.

The document said they 
would be punished for their 
“treasonous acts.” 


Ammo 'exploded’ 


► Dr. Colin Poole, head of sur¬ 
gery at Ringriket Hospital in 
Honefoss, northwest of 
Oslo, told The Associated 
Press the gunman used spe¬ 
cial bullets designed to dis¬ 
integrate inside the body 
and cause maximum inter¬ 
nal damage. 

► Poole said surgeons treat¬ 
ing 16 gunshot victims have 
recovered no full bullets. 
“These bullets more or less 
exploded inside the body." 

Police said they were an¬ 
alyzing the approximately 
1,500-page document. They 
said it was published Friday 
shortly before the back-to- 
back bomb and gun attacks.

FBI probes 

O Bureau to look for signs of hacking 
in U.S. O PI: News of the World 
sought 9/11 victims’ phone records 


Dragnet 


► The FBI is looking into 

phone hacking, bribery 
and any other allegations 
against Murdoch entities 
that appear in print or 
even old court records. 

► That includes an old civil 
lawsuit that a unit of News 
Corp. hacked into 
computers of a small 
advertising competitor in 
New Jersey and obtained 
confidential information it 
used to lure away clients. 

► Investigators also plan to 
question actor Jude Law 
about allegations his 
phone was hacked while 
he was in the U.S. 


The FBI is launching a pre¬ 
liminary review of whether 
phone hacking and bribery 
by Rupert Murdoch’s media 
empire violated U.S. laws. 

That means Murdoch 
and his company face in¬ 
vestigations on two conti¬ 
nents. Depending on what 
turns up, it could threaten 
other Murdoch properties, 
which include the Fox tele¬ 
vision network. 

Published reports say 
Murdoch’s parent compa¬ 
ny, News Corp., based in 
New York, is assembling a 
gold-plated roster of 
lawyers to deal with any 
U.S. legal action. News 
Corp. would not confirm 
the hirings.

North Korea joins the wired world 


North Korea is undergoing 
a digital revolution, even 
as it grapples with chronic 
shortages of food and fuel. 
Its cyberspace policies are 
among the most restric¬ 
tive in the world. Yet in¬ 
side Pyongyang, there’s a 
small but growing digital 
culture, observers say. 

North Korea’s biggest IT 
hub, the state-run Korea 
Computer Centre, has 
been around since 1990 

Since then, North Kore¬ 
an IT firms have quietly 
been developing software 
for banks in the Middle 


East, applications for cell¬ 
phone makers in Japan 
and South Korea and even 
video games for Nintendo 
and Playstation, said Paul 
Tjia, a Dutch IT consultant 
who works with North Ko¬ 
rean companies. 

North Korean program¬ 
mers working for Nosotelc, 
a joint venture in Py¬ 
ongyang managed by 
Westerners, have devel¬ 
oped games for Faceboolc, 
the iPhone and iPad, Wii 
and BlaclcBerry, company 
president Vollcer Eloesser 
said. 


Computer use doesn’t 
appear widespread yet in 
North Korea, where power 
is scarce and most of the 
country remains analog. 

But inside the cocoon of 
computer labs and IT cen¬ 
tres, young North Koreans 
are well-versed in pro¬ 
gramming, Tjia said. 

Last year, North Kore¬ 
ans created a buzz by 
opening accounts on Twit¬ 
ter, Faceboolc and 
YouTube with the handle 
“Uriminzolc,” Korean for 
“our people.” 

But many in the West 


remain wary, seeing in 
North Korea’s bid to train 
a generation of computer 
experts the spectre of 
hackers launching attacks 
on the defence systems of 
rival governments. 

Others see the push to 
computerize factories and 
develop IT expertise as a 
political campaign de¬ 
signed to promote Kim 
Jong-un, the Swiss-educat¬ 
ed, reputedly tech-sawy 
son of Kim Jong-il, being 
groomed to succeed his fa¬ 
ther as the next leader.

Preliminary Notice 

If you paid fees to the Economic Stream of the Nova Scotia No mi nee 
Program, there is a proposed settlement of your claim being considered by 
the courts. Read this to find out more. 

What is this about? 

A lawsuit was started against the Province of Nova Scotia in 2009. The 
goal was to get a refund for people who applied for and paid fees into the 
former Economic Stream of the Nova Scotia Nominee Program. The 
Supreme Court of Nova Scotia is now being asked to certify that lawsuit 
as a class action.Your legal rights may be affected. The lawyers for both 
sides have made a deal that would give a refund to eligible people. The 
Supreme Court of Nova Scotia is being asked to approve the settlement as 
fair and reasonable. 

Would I be included if the court approves the settlement? 

You would be if you (1) paid money to Nova Scotia under the Economic 
Stream of the Nova Scotia Nominee Program, (2) landed and obtained 
permanent resident status in Canada, and (3) did not already get a refund. 
As long as you told the truth in your application and immigration filings, 
you should be eligible for a refund. 

How much would I get? 

If you were not paid anything under a business mentorship, you will get 
$75,000 less approved legal fees if your claim is successful. If you did 
receive anything under a business mentorship, your payment will be 
further reduced by that amount. 

Would I have to pay anything out of my own pocket? 

No. The lawyers' fees will simply be deducted as set out above.You will not 
be billed.The amount deducted from your own award for legal fees will be 
15% or less. There is a costs award of $450,000 proposed to be paid on 
account of fees by the government directly. The Supreme Court must 
approve the lawyers fee as fair and reasonable. 

Can I apply to get my money now? 

No. The court has to approve the settlement first. If you would like to 
make sure that you receive a claim form later, you can email your details 
to the lawyers for the proposed class.

If you opt out, you will not get any benefit from the 
settlement. 

What if too many people opt out? 

If more than 50 people opt out, the Province will have the right to cancel 
the settlement. Neither the Province nor the lawyer for the class expect 
this to occur however.

“Curiouser and curiouser!” 
cried Alice. 

Though this exclamation 
occurs when Alice begins to 
grow to nine feet tall, it 
could be about the strange¬ 
ness surrounding the proposed 
downtown arena. Indeed the whole 
issue has begun to get curiouser and cu¬ 
riouser. 

On the one hand, we have Daryl Katz, 
who has gained a great deal from free- 
marlcet competition, suddenly 
becoming a monopoly capitalist. 

Though he thinks his people can run an arena bet¬ 
ter than Northlands, he wants a non-competition 
clause in his agreement with the city. 

Embracing non-competitiveness as an operating 
principle seems odd for someone who owns a sports 
team. 

On the other hand, we 
have Northlands, which 
owes $56 million to the 
city, refusing to open its 
books so the city can see if 
it is likely to see any of 
that dough. One would 
think Northlands would 
be more than willing to 
show that it can survive 
without the Edmonton 
Oilers as a tenant. 

Instead, we have yet an¬ 
other made-in-Edmonton 
example of having a hand¬ 
ful of gimme and a mouth¬ 
ful of much-obliged for 
our tax dollars. 

As if all that were not 
enough to make you think 
you too have gone through 
the looking glass, it seems as if there are additional 
costs for a downtown arena that nobody has talked 
about until now. 

The costs for a 104 Avenue skywallc and LRT access 
were never mentioned when this plan was put to the 
public. These costs are estimated at an additional $32 
million. 

Given the city’s track record on accurate 
construction costing, I wouldn’t take that number to 
the bank. 

I started out thinking a downtown arena would be a 
good thing for Edmonton. I was even supportive of the 
city putting some money in to ensure that it 
happened. But now I am not so sure. The whole issue 
seems to have been handled quite badly, and informa¬ 
tion about what the arena would cost and how the city 
would benefit seems to change daily. 

Unfortunately, this issue is a microcosm of the kind 
of fiscal and communications mismanagement that is 
a hallmark of this city. I think we are taking our civic 
clues from the Mock Turtle: “Reeling and Writhing, of 
course, to begin with, and then the different branches 
of arithmetic — Ambition, Distraction, Uglification, 
and Derision.” Me, I agree with Alice: “It would be nice 
if something made sense for a change.”

Study finds link 
between penis 
size, economy 

To his surprise, a Finnish doctoral 
student has discovered size really 
does matter when you compare penis 
length and world economic growth. 

But despite rigorous analysis and 
careful mathematical charting of da¬ 
ta, Tatu Westling isn’t quite ready to, 
as he puts it, “imply that I believe in 
causality at this point.” 

The Helsinki University economic 
doctoral student’s study says penis 


size, more than democracy, has a “ro¬ 
bust” effect on gross domestic prod¬ 
uct. 

“One striking result is the collapse 
of the GDP after male organ exceeds 
the length of 16 centimetres,” West- 
ling concludes. “Male organ alone 
can explain 20 per cent of the 
between-country variation in GDP 
growth rates between 1960 and 
1985.” 

Westling’s study employs a recog¬ 
nized 121-country dataset also used 
by leading economists, including 
chairman of the U.S. Federal Reserve 
Ben Bernanlce, to study economic 
growth.

Riley Harriff, 5, and his sis¬ 
ter Maddy, 4, are happy 
children.

on the other side: stay-at- 
home mothers want a job, 
‘working mothers’ want to 
stay home, and mothers 
with part-time work feel 
insufficient in both roles.” 

But working mothers 
feel guilty more often. “I 
have one hour in the 
morning and two hours 
before bed with my kids, 
and most of that time is 
spent getting dressed, eat¬ 
ing, and getting ready for 
bed,” says Harriff. 

“It’s hard to feel like 
you are able to have any 
quality time with them.” 

Though most scientific 
studies show no difference 
between children of stay- 
at-home-mothers and chil¬ 
dren of working mothers, 
some reports reverberate 
in the mother-guilt com¬ 
munity. One, earlier this 
year, showed that children 
of working mothers gain 
two pounds more per year 
than other children. 

Another study this year 
showed that when a moth¬ 
er works outside the 
home, her child’s risk of 
having overnight hospital¬ 
izations, asthma episodes, 
injuries and poisonings in¬ 
creases by 200 per cent. 


There’s no formula to 
fix mother’s guilt, says 
Hirsh-Paselc. “The best 
mothers are the ones who 
make peace with them¬ 
selves. If you don’t have 
dinner ready on time, 
don’t say, ‘I failed again!’ 
See it as an opportunity to 
teach your child that hu¬ 
mans are not perfect and 
don’t have to be.”

Potato Salad with a taste of Mexico 


© Chef Marcela Valladolid created this summer side dish, which incorporates ingredients from her homeland 



For Marcela Valladolid, sal¬ 
ads are not starters. They 
are big and substantial. 

“I’m not a big fan of 
having a salad before a 
meal. Usually when I have 
a salad it’s pretty hearty, 
balanced and healthy and 
a full meal,” said the Food 
Network star. “I love warm 
salads with bacon and 
spinach. I love steak salads 
for their lusciousness and 
how the meat juices seep 
into the dressing.” 

Here, Valladolid offers a 
potato salad studded with 
grilled corn and poblano 
peppers. 

“We’re not big salad 
people in Mexico and I’m 
always looking for ways to 
incorporate the ingredi¬ 
ents that I grew up with in¬ 
to recipes that people on 
this side of the border can 
identify with. The combi¬ 
nation of charred poblanos 
and corn is a classic one in 
Mexico and once added to 
a rich, creamy dressing 
and soft potatoes it makes 
for the perfect summer 
side,” she said. 


Valladolid suggests serv¬ 
ing this salad with grilled 
steak and cold beer or 
lemonade. If you can’t grill 
outdoors, she says a grill 
pan works just fine for the 
corn. The potato salad can 
be made a day ahead and 
refrigerated. Let stand at 
room temperature for 30 
minutes before serving. 

Preparation: 

I ln a large pot, place po¬ 
tatoes and cover with 
salted water. Bring to a 
boil and cook for 30 
minutes or until tender 
when pierced with a 
knife. Drain potatoes 
and let cool slightly. 

2 Meanwhile, heat a grill 
to medium-high. Add 
corn and grill, turning to 
grill all sides, for 10 min¬ 
utes or until evenly 
browned.

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Saving the world’s oceans 


O Philippe Cousteau Jr. talks to 
Metro about his efforts to educate 
on conserving the world’s oceans

The acute decaying health 
of the world’s oceans sur¬ 
faced in a report by the In¬ 
ternational Programme on 
the State of the Ocean in 
June. Metro met Philippe 
Cousteau Jr., grandson of 
legendary filmmaker and 
marine biologist Jacques 
Cousteau, in London to dis¬ 
cuss the future of our coral 
reefs. 

What is the future of the 
coral reefs? 

A recent report cited coral 
reefs as one of the indica¬ 
tors of the general decline 
in ocean health. 

By some estimates 
we’ve lost already about 25 
per cent of the world’s 
coral reefs. And further es¬ 
timates suggest that over 


the next few decades we’ll 
lose another 25 per cent. 
What will happen if we lose 
the coral reefs? 

A tremendous amount of 
seafood either has its ori¬ 
gins in, or is related to, 
coral reef ecosystems and 
a lot of people rely on 
them, especially develop¬ 
ing nations. 

If the coral reefs had 
been healthy along the 
coastlines in South East 
Asia, the damage of the 
tsunami would have been 
greatly reduced. 

Protecting nature for 
nature’s sake isn’t always 
enough justification for 
everybody in the world; it 
ought to be, but there are 
real human issues here as 
well, so corals are very im¬ 
portant. 

Why is the health of the 
coral reefs declining? 

Coral is coloured because

of an algae living inside it. 
As oceanic temperature 
rises, which is happening 
all over the world, the al¬ 
gae leaves and the coral 
can’t survive. If corals are 
dying, it means that 
throughout the oceans 
something is wrong. It’s a 
great indicator of pollu¬ 
tion. 

How does coral gardening 
work? 

The corals are taken out of 
the ocean and put under 
lamps and given perfectly 
clean water and perfect 
temperatures, just like you 
would in a nursery with a 


tree or a plant or flowers. 
They grow faster and are 
healthier because you give 
them a perfect environ¬ 
ment to live in. 

Do you have any ongoing 
coral gardening projects? 
EarthEco has been in¬ 
volved in coral agriculture 
and coral gardening for 
years. We pioneered a 
partnership with various 
institutions in Florida 12 
years ago. Corals grow in 
captivity a lot faster than 
in the environment be¬ 
cause it doesn’t have ani¬ 
mals pecking on it or 
pollution. It’s like going to 
a spa. 

What can we do as individu¬ 
als to save the seas? 

Buy environmentally- 
ffiendly cleaning products, 
detergents, soaps, and use 
them as little as possible. 
Eat less meat, more local 
and seasonal produce. Use 
organic cotton and public 
transport. Every person in 
the world has power to 
make the world a better 
place. Also, I hate plastic 
water bottles.

It’s gentler and less tox¬ 
ic than traditional chlo¬ 
rine bleach. 

Although it’s safer for 
the environment — with¬ 
out harsh fumes or the 
chance of creating dioxins 
— it’s best to dilute it and 


use it sparingly. 

A thorough clean with 
a hose — a pressure wash¬ 
er will have too much 
force and splinter the 
wood — concentrating on 
the cracks between the 
boards will remove de¬ 
bris. 

Maintenance of your 
dock (or deck) is also im¬ 


portant for preventing 
build ups of mould or oth¬ 
er debris. 

Try this technique at 
least once a year. 

Even regular sweeping 
will keep the surface free 
of debris, keeping many 
types of stains or mildew 
at bay. 

And don’t be over¬ 


whelmed by the store 
shelves full of wood clean¬ 
ing products — arm your¬ 
self with knowledge of 
the products first. 

Many contain toxic 
chemicals like oxalic acid, 
which is very corrosive. 

If manual removal of 
mould and mildew 
doesn’t work, choose oxy¬ 


gen bleach or a product 
with citric acid (from 
lemons and limes).

Power’s play pays off 


O Australian driver takes early

Australia’s Will Power held 
off a hard-charging Helio 
Castroneves yesterday to 
win the Edmonton Indy 
and narrow the gap on 
points leader Dario Fran- 
chitti.
